Julie Wilson returns to Rainbow Stage after her smash hit 
here last season in the leading role of "Gypsy". For Miss Wilson, 
it was just one more sign of public approval from the audiences 
throughout North America that have welcomed her for years now. 
Her interest in the theatre was first sparked when she appeared 
in Operettas in her Omaha, Nebraska, high school. At the age 
of seventeen she was selected as "Miss Nebraska" but was ruled 
too young to compete for the Miss America title. The experience 
did, however, give her immediate recognition and it was not long 
after that when she became a member of the famed Earl Carroll 
Vanities. 

During this time, she continued to study drama at the 
Duchesne College for Women in Omaha. This followed with a 
series of New York engagements and a trip abroad in a touring 
U.S.O. show. Seven months and several thousand miles later, 
she returned to the "Copa", where she introduced a smash hit, 
"They've Got An Awful Lot of Coffee in Brazil". 

20th Century Fox offered Miss Wilson a spot in the movies 
shortly after this, but she turned it down in favor of a Broadway 
role in Ray Bolger's "Three To Make Ready". After Broodway, 
she performed around the country and while at "Mother Kelley's" 
in Miami, Florida, she met the famous agent Barron Polan who 


arranged for her to open at the glamorous Mocambo. Her rave 
reviews made her one of the most sought after female vocalists. 
She accepted an offer to headline the bill at New York's St. 
Regis Hotel for two weeks but public demand forced her to 
remain an unprecedented twenty-nine weeks. 

Following this, Miss Wilson starred as Bianca in "Kiss Me 
Kate" to become the toast of London. She followed this with a 
leading role in the English musical "Bet Your Life" and sub¬ 
sequently replaced Mary Martin as Nellie Forbush in "South 
Pacific". Miss Wilson then spent a year on Broadway in "Pajama 
Game" with John Raitt. She returned to London after this to 
star as Ella in "Bells Are Ringing". In addition to this, Miss 
Wilson has played extensively over the North American con¬ 
tinent.
